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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
none of the prior art of record discloses or suggests a bed type hot compress 
and acupressure apparatus an and its method of use comprising in part the combination 
of the following: 

a bed frame that defines an entire shape of the apparatus and has members to 
be assembled with one another; 

a main mat and an auxiliary mat placed and mounted on the bed frame; 

two curved rails mounted at a central portion within the main mat; 

a controller that controls a location of a hyperthermo-radiative device such that a 
moving distance of the hyperthermo-radiative device can be controlled based on an 
actually moved distance thereof regardless of the passage of time; and 

a control unit that allows a user to arbitrarily control a reciprocating device that 
reciprocates the hyperthermo-radiative device. 

Lee (6,606,520 and 6,591 ,141) discloses all elements as claimed except for a 
controller that controls a location of a hyperthermo-radiative device such that a moving 
distance of the hyperthermo-radiative device can be controlled based on an actually 
moved distance thereof regardless of the passage of timer. No other reference was 
found (including the Korean patents provided in the IDS) that teaches such a controller 
and the motivation to combine the reference with Lee.

Conclusion
